J UDGING from the response, the Bibliography of Textbooks in 
the Social Studies has been one of the most useful bulletins 
published by the National Council for the Social Studies, Bul¬ 
letin number 2 published in 1927, compiled by Annabel Redman, 
listed the social studies textbooks then available. Bulletin number 12 
published in 1939, compiled by Wilbur F. Murra and others, con¬ 
tained an up-to-date listing at that time. Both of these bulletins have 
been out of print for several years and are, of course, out of date. Re¬ 
peated requests for an up-to-date list of social studies textbooks led to 
» the preparation of this current publication. 

Dr. Alice W. Spieseke accepted the invitation to prepare this new 
listing, and assumed the full burden of work in connection with se¬ 
curing all the basic data and preparing this compilation. The intro- 
I ductory section explains the procedures followed and indicates the 
’ careful and thorough manner in which the publication was prepared. 
The list has been made as complete as possible up to June 1948. No 
attempt has been made to evaluate the texts listed. However, when 
they have been reviewed in either Social Education or Social Studies

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INTRODUCTION 


T HIS REVISION of Bulletin No. 12, Bibliography of Text¬ 
books in the Social Studies for Elementary and Secondary 
Schools, includes textbooks revised or published for the first 
time, between March 1, 1939, and July 1, 1948. The pattern of or¬ 
ganization developed by Mr. Murra and his committee for the 1939 
Bibliography, having proved satisfactory, is used again with one small 
;addition to the data supplied about each book. When a book has 
tbeen reviewed in Social Education and/or Social Studies, a refer¬ 
ence is given to the review. The following explanations of scope, 
organization and bibliographical form, with a few minor modifica¬ 
tions, are quoted directly from the 1939 Bulletin No. 12. 


I Scope 

| The scope of the Bibliography of Textbooks in the Social Studies 
■for Elementary and Secondary Schools is well stated by its title and 
|is more amply defined by the following rules: 

(1) Only textbooks (in the relatively narrow, conventional sense) 
,re included. This excludes workbooks, workbook-texts, separate 
nits and supplementary reading books of all sorts—pamphlets, 

■source books, story books, etc. Most serious exclusion under this rule 
|s the vast number of social-studies readers for lower grades; for it is 
cognized that in most classes such readers serve essentially as text- 
ooks, and yet their exclusion from this list was deemed necessary for 
e sake of consistency and brevity. A textbook was distinguished 
om readers and other supplementary materials by defining it as 
eing a comprehensive, systematic treatment of work commonly 
?jcovered in a year’s or a semester’s course, or a major portion thereof, 
-pd possessing pedagogical equipment. 

(2) Only textbooks written especially for elementary and secondary 
bool courses are given. This excludes all college texts, even though 

some of these may have been found useful by some teachers in ad- 
anced high-school classes. 

if (3) Only books designed for courses commonly considered as 
‘social studies" are included. This excludes books for such related 
ields as biology, literature, business training and such peripheral 
j pecial interests (rarely organized as separate courses) as safety edu- 
i :ation and state history. 
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2 TEXTBOOKS IN THE SOCIAL STUDIES 

(4) Only books revised or published for the first time, between: 
March 1, 1939 and July 1, 1948, are included in this revision. All) 
earlier editions of these books are given. If, however, only a part of a ! 
series had been revised, all books in the series are included. 

(5) Within the limitations just set forth, this bibliography at-! 
tempts to be complete for all books published in the United States.) 

Organization 

Books are classified according to prevalent course offerings, as can| 
be noted from the Table of Contents. Within each section, items ar 
arranged according to the alphabetical order of authors. Books closely 
related in a series are grouped together, in the order of their irJ 
tended sequence, when the entire series falls within the same classifil 
cation. When a series contains titles in different sections, specific! 
cross-Teferences are given. 

When a book might reasonably be used in two or more differenl 
courses (as in government and problems of democracy) or on differ! 
ent grade levels (as in elementary and junior high), it has been as¬ 
signed to the classification which seemed most appropriate. In select 
ing texts for a given course, teachers are advised to consult the list? 
in related sections of the bibliography as well as the list specifically] 
given for their course. 

With the exception of three geography books which combine sixth! 
and seventh grade texts in a single binding, no book is listed in mgr 
than one section. 

Bibliographical Form 

The bibliographical form is devised to achieve as high a degree o| 
compactness as is consistent with fullness and clarity. It attempts 
give the following objective facts about each book listed:

Within these areas, no effort has been spared to make the biblio¬ 
graphy as complete, accurate, and up to date as possible. It is hoped 
that no book properly falling within the scope of the bibliography, 
as defined above (pp, 1-2), has been omitted and that all pertinent 
facts about each book listed have been given fully and accurately. It 
, is realized that this goal has probably not been achieved absolutely, 
l and the author can only ask the indulgence of her readers with re¬ 
spect to errors and oversights. Corrections and suggestions are earn¬ 
estly solicited. 

Inspection of the details of any item should readily make their 
>i meaning clear, except for two points deserving elaboration here. 

? (1) When supplementary materials are published expressly to 

parallel a given textbook (e.g. workbooks, teacher's manuals, tests, 
books of readings, and state supplements), their existence is briefly 
noted. If the authors of a supplementary item are different from 
those of the textbook itself, such authors’ last names only are given 
in parentheses. Where no authorship is indicated, it may be assumed 
that the supplementary item was prepared by the same author or 
authors who wrote the text, although in a few cases it may merely 
vindicate absence of information with respect to the authorship of the 
fsupplementary item. 

(2) The date of the most recent copyright is given outside of 
(.parentheses. All other bibliographical data, unless specified, refer 
.. to this latest edition only. Within parentheses are given dates of every 
previous copyright of this book and its direct ancestors. When title 
and author of an earlier edition are identical with the later edition, 
|only its date is given. If, however, title and/or authors vary on 
fearlier editions, these facts are noted following the date or dates to 
which they apply. Each series of dates pertaining to editions with 
identical title and author is set off from other series by semi-colons. 
;.For example: 

a. A book with only one date given means that it was copyrighted 
only in one year. 

b. Ancient Times , by Breasted . . . 1944 (1935, 1916) means that 
this book first appeared in 1916 and that it had two subsequent 
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editions prior to July 1, 1948, Both revisions retained identical 
title and author. 

c. Getting a Living; The Foundations of Economic Society, by 
Lutz, Foote, and Stanton . . . 1948 (1945, 1941, 1940; 1933, A 
New Introduction to Economics; 1923, An Introduction to 
Economics, by Lutz and Stanton) means that the latest edition 
of this book is 1948, but that it was first published with its 
present authors and title in 1940, and re-copyrighted in 1941 
and 1945; this, however, was based on A New Introduction to 
Economics, by the same authors, published in 1933; and this 
edition, in turn, was based on An Introduction to Economics, 
by Lutz and Stanton, published in 1923.

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SUGGESTIONS FOR ANALYZING 
A TEXTBOOK 

A LTHOUGH many teachers have little, iF any, voice in the selec¬ 
tion of the textbooks used in their classes, yet most teachers 
k use such books. To what extent and for what purposes de¬ 
pends on many factors. Certainly, the over-all educational objectives of 
the school system, the curriculum and organization of the courses, die 
training and experience of the teacher, the available library facilities, 
and the quality and interests of the students would be considered. 
But in any teaching, what a text can contribute depends largely on 
how thoroughly the teacher has studied, analyzed, and related it to 
his own problems of instruction. 

In making an analysis of a social studies textbook, the following 
questions could well be asked. First, how is the book organized and 
what is emphasized? Is it organized by units that develop comprehen¬ 
sive and significant understandings, growing out of the subject mat¬ 
ter, and that take account of the experiences and needs of boys and 
girls? Or is the organization basically regional, chronological, or 
topical? What aspects of the subject are emphasized? Is the organiza¬ 
tion and emphasis in harmony with the way the teacher is encouraged 
to organize his teaching, or with the purposes outlined in a course 
of study or syllabus which the teacher is required to follow? By an¬ 
swering these questions, the teacher can determine whether or not 
the textbook can be used as a guide, and in what ways it needs to be 
supplemented. Many beginning teachers, when left on their own, 
rely very heavily on textbooks for their basic course organizations, 
and therefore they should study the scope, emphasis, and basic pat¬ 
tern of the textbooks provided them. 

Second, does the content seem to be alive and vital? Are the condi¬ 
tions, the processes, the events, the people adequately and vividly 
described? Are the vocabulary and concepts difficult? Are the sen¬ 
tences long and complicated? Is the material largely narrative? Do 
t4%illustrations help to clarify the written material? After studying 
these ^aspects, the teacher roughly knows the other materials of in¬ 
struction that he must supply. Direct community observation, vivid 
reading materials, pictures, and oral instruction may all need to be 
used. There are few textbooks that can provide sufficient concrete 
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details to make any large part of the material covered alive and 
significant to the pupils. 

Third, what is the value of the visual a ids—pictures, maps, graphs, 
and diagrams? Do they help to make ideas clear? Are they large 
enough? Do the captions explain and clarify points, or raise questions 
which will encourage the pupils to study the illustrations more care¬ 
fully? Of which visual aids will the teacher make the most use? What 
additional ones will he need to supply? Is any assistance given in 
locating such materials? 

Fourth, what is the quantity and quality of the study aids? Are 
the references to other learning materials adequately and interest¬ 
ingly described so that the more capable students will want to use 
them? Is any indication given of their difficulty? Are the reviews and 
study questions built around the large ideas that are basic to an 
understanding of the subject? Is help given with the pronunciation 
and meaning of difficult words and, in that connection, is there a 
glossary? Do the appendices supply tables and documents that are 
annotated and needed for study? How varied and practical are the 
activity suggestions? Will these vaiious study aids help the student 
become more self-directing if his attention is called to them? Is pro¬ 
vision made for a range of interests, abilities, and talents? 

Finally, the factual accuracy and the reliability of interpretations 
given in the textbook should be determined, if possible. It is not 
enough to assume that because the author, or one of the authors, 
is a well-known authority in the field, the textbook is correct in all 
particulars. Not only are details sometimes wrong, due to the care¬ 
lessness of writer, printers, or proof-readers, but no author’s knowl¬ 
edge is encyclopaedic on all of the topics included in most modern 
textbooks. Textbook writers have to use their judgment in relation 
to the problems of selection and condensation of content. Not only 
does this affect the adequacy and vividness of the treatment, but also 
the interpretations. Oversimplification and brevity cannot only in¬ 
crease the difficulty of understanding a subject, but may contribute 
to an entirely wrong interpretation, or leave the impression that the 
facts can be interpreted in only one way. Since many of the social 
studies contain topics dealing with current controversial matters, the 
interpretations of the authors are very important, and the teacher 
should be distinctly aware of them. 

In making the analysis under the five suggested headings, the 
teacher should of course use a sampling procedure and work in the 
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areas that are best known to him. For instant r. if hr I™* 
ground in American history and has special umijwiwr m »bc hi* 
tory of the West, he is familiar both with sources and newer mm 
pretations, and thus can check the completeness and arc mao <4 ibr 
textbook treatment of that subject and possibly oJ an illiutraiwn «* 
map. The conclusions reached by any teacher about the quality of 
the content of a textbook will be directly related to hi* comfsrienrr 
as a scholar. His pupils cannot help here, though their rear non* ran 
assist in evaluating the study helps, illustrations, and vocabulary d 
the book. 

If for any reason a teacher is dissatisfied with the textbook he i* 
using, or is on the lookout for a new one, this hihtingrapln will a* 
sist in locating those that are available. School adtmimu,iim*oi nun 
mittees of administrators and teachers charged with wlming «r%i 
books could, by using this bibliography, heroine aMjiMintrd with 
the textbooks in the different fields of the M*i.d stwiirv Onlv In 
making intensive examinations of individual Ixwik* along thr line* 
suggested above, however, is it possible to make velntinm that ran 
be justified. This work will take consiriciablr time and prdu|» in¬ 
volve some expense, as classroom teachers, asked to save on text¬ 
book committees, should be relieved of sonic of their rkt»*n How¬ 
ever, since textbooks remain one of die most widely used tmil* of 
instruction, they should be carefully selected and thoughtfully used 

No trained teacher of the social studies, aware of his responsibili¬ 
ties to his pupils, would be satisfied to limit his instructional ma¬ 
terials to a single textbook; at the same time, he must be willing and 
know how to capitalize on the strengths of the particular textbook 
selected for his class. To determine these strengths, some analyst! is 
needed. The suggestions above have been made with this thought 
in mind, for the subject of textbook selection was very carefully 
considered by William E. Vickery in the 1939 Bibliography of Text¬ 
books in the Social Studies, 
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
